Ifty of the King’s Horfe-guards went other 
Day well arm’d to the Court-Prifon, and by 
Force took out one of their Comrades who 
had been put in for a light Fault, The fame 
Evening they attack’d the Officers of Juftice, 
becaufe they had taken into Cuftody 2 others of their 
Comrades : Some fhot were exchang’d between them, 
and 2 Men were wounded ; but the Officers of the 
Horfe-Guards interpofing, put an End to the Fray. 
We have receivd Advice, that the Troops which 
were left to block up Gibraltar, are retir'd to Cadix, 
with their Baggage and 6 Field-Pieces ; that they 
could not carry off their heavy Baggage and Ammu- 
nition ; and that all they could do was to nail their 
great Cannon before they march’d off, left the Garri- 
fon of Gibraltar fhould turn ic againft their Rear- 
Guard : So chat that Place is as frea as it was before 
the Siege, which has lafted 6 Months, and in which 
the beft Part of our Troops and a fine Train of Ar- 
tillery have been loft. We are at prefentin great 
Fear for Cadix. The laft Letters from Badajox and 
Salamanca confirm, that the Portuguefe and the 
Englith and Dutch Auxiliaries have form’d an Army 
between Port-Alegre and Elvas, with which they 
threaten to enter Spain; But that the Marfhal de 
Theffe has drawn together what Troops he coald 
‘out of the Frontier Places of Caftile and Eftramadu- 
ra ; andthat being fuperior to the Enemy in Horfe, 
"tis hop’d he may be able to hinder the Execution of 
their Defigns. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated May 15. ; 
Venice, May 2. The General Serini and Vifconti 
have left their Quarters to meet Prince Eugene, who 
is arriv’d at Ala, whence he will go the Impetial Ar- 
my with feveral General Officers. They write from 
the Trentin, That the Imperialifts and the Pruffians, 
pafs through that Country in great Numbers, to go 
to the Imperial Army. The Prince of Anhault Def- 
tau, who commands the Pruifians, haftens their 
March as much as poffible, and undertakes that all 
the Troops expected to reinforce the Imperial Army 
will be in Italy about the middle of this Month. 
From the .smfterdam Gazette, dated May 25. 
Ratisbon, May 7. The Palatine Troops that are 
‘marching to Italy, have pafs’d the Danube, and part 
of them is already arriv’d on the Frontier of Tirol. 
They confift of 2 Regiments of Foot and 2 of 
Horfe. General Iflelbach, who has the Command of 
them, was expected to arrive yefterday ar Purck in 
Bavaria. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated May 19. 
‘Ausburg, May 11. The Imperialifts continue to 
evacuate the Arfenals of all the Places of Bavaria: 
and to fend away the Artillery, Arms and Ammuni- 
tion, tofeveral Parts. The Elector Palatine’s Troops 
that are marching to Italy, are already advanc’d a 
good Way into the Tirolefe. | 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated May 19. 
Verona, May 2. Prince Eugene of Savoy has been 
at Salo and Gayardo, to view the Situation of that 


Part of the Country. All the Pruilian T roops are 
arriv'd in our Neighbourhood ; they are in very 
good Condition and obferve good Difcipline. Some 
Imperial Troops are advanc’d towards the Berga- 
maic ; which makes it believ’d Prince Eugene of 
Savoy may attempt to march through that Province 
into the Milaneze, and that the Motions he makes 
on this Side are defign’d to amufe the French. 

From the Camp before Mirandola, April 30. The 
20th of this Month the Rains began to fall fo violent- 
ly that ‘twas impoiflible for us to carry on our Works. 
The 27th the Weather grew fair agen. The 29th 
we begun to batter the Place with 18 Pieces of Can- 
non. The Duke of Vendome is expected here to 
Morrow ; ’Tis talk’d he brings with him 11 Batta!- 
lions of French, and 10 Battalions and 15 Squadrons 
of Spaniards. Thefe Troops joyn'd with thofe com- 
manded by the Grand Prior of France, will make an 
Army of 52 Battallions and 60 Squadrdns. 

Milan, May 5. The Duke of Vendome in his 
Way from hence to Mantua, had a Conference at 
Cafa-Roffa with the Duke of Parma; concerning 
the Town of Placentia, which the Duke of Ven- 
dome defires to make a Place of Arms. The Rains 
extreamly incommode the French before Mirandola, 
and retard the carrying on of their Works. The 
Garrifon make a very vigorous Fire, and have kill’d 
a greac Number of the Befiegers. Monfieur de La- 
para may perhaps have made as wrong a Calculation 


of the Time he fhall rake the Place, as the Duke of - 


Vendome did of his taking Verue. "Tis reported 
the Venetians have granted Prince Eugene of Savoy, 
the Town of Crema for a Place of Arms, which 
will be a Thorn in our fides ; Yefterday and laft 
Night 5 Expreffes arriv’d here from the Army of the 
two Crowns in Lombardy. but what News they 
have brought is kept fecret. thought there has 
been fome Action. °

Franck fort, May 14. Eighty Leather Pontons are 
making here ; 2 or 3 of them may be carried in one 
Waggon. The Dragoons of Paderborn, are arriv’d 
here from their Country, and will proceed on their 
March to the Army on the Rhine, which will be 
40000 Men ftrong. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated May 15. 

Hambourg, May 8. The 12000 Pruffians newly 
appointed to march to the Mofelle, are on their 
Way thither. General Fleming who is to command 
the 3400 Saxons which the King of Poland furnithes 
to the Imperial Army on rhe Rhine, waited on the 
King of Pruffia the 5th of this Month, and wil! re- 
turn {peedily from Berlin to Drefden, to head thofe 
Troops and put them in Motion. 


Dartmouth, May 11. Yefterday was fent in here 
by the Queen Mary of Middleburg (a Privateer) 
the St. Mary of Andero, a Spanith Ship, laden with 
Salt from Nantz. 

Plymouth, May 12. The 9th Inftant came in Her 
Majefty’s Ship the Triton, with a French Privaicer 
of 26 Guns.
